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Claims 27-29, 31-35, 37, 40-46, and 49 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 27. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 12, line 9, 
"optic" is misspelled. In claim 41, line 10, "limited" is misspelled; on line 14, "optic" is 
misspelled. In claim 48, line 6, "frame" is misspelled. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 50 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Glick et al., 
US 6,616,692 Bl, which discloses a posteriorly vaulted frame 12 and 16 (Figure 2) adapted for 
engagement with the periphery of a capsular bag (column 5, lines 46-53) and having oppositely 
extending end portions (column 6, lines 44-48; Figure 6; column 9, lines 49-50); a flexible optic 
14 (column 6, line 23) and attachments 18 (column 6, lines 44-48) for allowing movement of the 
optic 14 relative to the frame 12 and 16 (column 7, lines 25-27); and the lens assembly being 
constructed to be foldable longitudinally (column 6, lines 21-27; column 7, lines 1 1-14). 

Claim 51 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-8, 12-19, 23, 25, 26, 39, 47, and 48 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
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The Applicant's remarks have been considered but are deemed moot in view of the new 
grounds of rejection applied above.
